Scenario: During the 4th period a large boom shakes the entire second floor. It turns out
that a chemistry teacher was conducting an experiment when a fire occurred. In the course
of a few minutes, a flammable liquid ignited, causing a flame to travel diagonally across the
front of the classroom. The teacher and three students sitting closest to the demonstration
have caught on fire. Students are running out of the classroom, screaming and crying. The
sprinkler system was activated a few moments after the blaze began, and someone in the
hall pulled the fire alarm, alerting the rest of the school.
